undraising is a pre-occupation of 
Fes Canadian campus and com- 

munity radio stations. In Ottawa, 
CKCU runs a big-league fundraising 
operation, bringing in over $80,000 per 
year. Co-op Radio in Vancouver conducts 
a couple of on-air appeals annually, rais- 
ing a similar total. 


Here in Victoria, CFUV started small 
(O.K., it wasn’t small, it was tiny). In 
‘1985, donations totalled $2,600. Nota 
large haul, but it was a first try. CFUV had 
been on the air less than a year, program- 
ming wasn’t totally up to par, the station 
had a very weak broadcast signal, and 
nobody involved had previous fundrais- 
ing experience. As you can imagine, we 
made regular use of those five rationaliza- 
tions over the next year. 


In 1986, the ’FUV bureaucracy pro- 
duced a whole series of neat forms to fill 
out and sets of procedures and 
guidelines. Things improved considerably 
with a resulting $4,000 fund drive. 
Although the 50 per cent increase was 


good news, the fact remained that CFUV 
still wasn’t receiving a heck of a lot of 
listener support. 

As October 1987 approached, the 
pressure for fundrive success was more 
intense than in earlier times. One of the 
station’s prime sources of funding — the 
University of Victoria — was well into a 
“CFUV-privatization program” (i.e. the 
phasing out of University financial sup- 
port). Although other revenue sources 
had grown, demands on the budget also 
had increased as the station developed. 
CFUV’s programming was expanding and 
the operation of the station had become 
infinitely more complex than it was late 
in 1984 when it first went on-air. 

For all these reasons, Fundrive '87 
sights were set high. Given past ex- 
perience, the $10,000 goal was 
unrealistic. It wasn’t just a high target, it 
was the first time we had ever set a 
specific goal. We have previously been 
too scared of the embarassment if we 
had missed a goal by 50 or 75 per cent. 
This time around there was confidence 
that the station’s audience was growing

and that Victoria would eventually support 
a high-quality alternative to comercial 
radio. 


The result: $10,750 in pledges. Not 
only did we surpass our goal, but the 
drive produced 169 per cent more 
revenue than last year, and 313 per cent 
more than 1985. More importantly, we 
got the first tangible evidence that our au- 
dience is prepared to support the station. 
Next year, when a stronger broadcast 
signal will enable more people to hear us, 
we expect another big increase in listener 
support. 


The list of Fundrive thanks. is a long 
one. Of primary importance was the con- 
tribution of Barry Link, the co-ordinator 
who brought the whole event together. 
Rick Andrews pulled off Fuvstock, a 
benefit concert at the Fernwoood Com- 
munity Centre October 17. that con- 
tributed $1,500 to the Fundrive total. In 
the same breath (or stroke of the 
keyboard, as the case may be), thanks 
go to all the bands who donated their 
services. 


Many of CFUV’s volunteers put in ex- 
tra time on the Fundrive. Among those 
deserving special thanks are Colin 
Macrae, Jack Showers, Jack Tieleman, 
Rosemin Keshvani, Keith Malcolm, 
Shaukat Husain, Peter Lovric, Don Sfor- 
za, Scott Lewis, Bob Wong, Madelaine 
Cook, Tereus Scott, Tim Chan, and Guy 
MacPherson. Add all the people who 
answered phones and did paperwork, 
and the on-air personnel who worked so 
hard to get the phones ringing. 


The biggest thanks, however, go to all 
the people who donated to Fundrive ’87. 
78 per cent of the total came from in- 
dividual donors, with 13 per cent from 
Fuvstock profits and 9 per cent from cor- 
porate donations. Thanks go to Canoe 
Cove Marina, Sweet Thunder Records, 


and the Coach and Four Restaurant for. 


their substantial donations. And thanks to 
you for your support. 


All in all, it was a good (and successful) 
effort. 


* * * * * 


CFUV’s application to increase our 
signal strength from 49.4 to 2290 watts 
is now before the CRTC and the Federal 
Department of Communications. Along 
with that 155 page document, the CRTC 
is also considering renewal of CFUV’s 
broadcast license — this required an ap- 
plication of a mere 60 pages in length. 


Those who find statistics interesting 
would love perusing these documents. 
Among the facts and figures: CFUV fills 
34 per cent of its broadcast time bet- 
ween 6 a.m. and midnight (the hours we 
are regulated by the CRTC) with what is 
called “‘Music-General”, including rock, 
non-traditional folk music, and a number 
of other sub-categories. 29 per cent of 
our time is “Music-Traditional and Special 
Interest”. The next largest category is 
“Enrichment” (18 per cent), which in- 
cludes background information about 
music, public affairs, and other spoken- 
word programming. A maximum of 2 per 
cent of CFUV’s air-time is taken up by 
sponsorship announcements, compared 
to about 20 per cent of advertising on 
commercial AM radio. 


CFUV’s license renewal application 
reflects the increasing maturity of the sta- 
tion’s programming. Compared to the 
license underwhich the station currently 
broadcasts, the new application calls for

Other facts to note: CFUV broadcasts 
about 900 different musical selections 
each week, no song is played more than 
once a day, and 95 per cent of songs 
played are ‘“‘non-hits’”. The station plays 
at least 25 per cent Canadian selections 
in its rock and folk programming, and at 
least 8 per cent during classical and jazz 
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programming.

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B.C. PIRG Legislative Reporter

ou know the place. It’s the ornate 
Y building near the Empress Hotel, 
the one with all those nifty lights, 
the Italian marble, and the people rushing 
about in business suits. 

It is 8:30 a.m. At the side of the 
Legislature, in the parking lot, a dozen 
people hover around a parking spot. 
Parking stall number one.. 

They are The Pack, and their prey pulls 
into the lot in a clean white Ford, smiling 
a clean white smile. 

They close in with tapes rolling, and Mr. 
Premier never stops smiling. “You're 
meeting with the mayors this morning. 
What are you going to tell them?” asks 
one reporter. 

Vander Zalm begins to answer, stops, 
realizing that the background is not quite 
right. He moves a few steps and picks 
up mid-sentence. 

The cameramen nod slightly, ap- 
preciating the more distinctive backdrop 
of the ornate building.

The media in the B.C. Legislature may 
have appointed themselves the unofficial 
opposition to the government, but they 
co-exist nicely. 

While the reporters and politicians may 
not golf together, they do rely on each 
other, to a certain extent, for their jobs. 

Every year, the B.C. Public Research 
Interest Group (BCPIRG) puts a jour- 
nalism intern into the press gallery; anew 
cub in the pack. 

This intern tails the pack and reports 
back to the student body through the 
university newspapers, the Martlet and 
the Peak; UVic’s CFUV, and Vancouver’s 
Co-Op Radio. 

Last year, Jean Kavanagh joined the 
press gallery for PIRG. “Part of the in- 
tern’s job is to keep abreast of what's go- 
ing on in post-secondary education, 
because it really does affect the lives of 
everyone up there (at the universities),” 
she said in a recent interview over a few 
(very journalistic) beer. 

Kavanagh, who cheerfully admits to a 


feminist viewpoint, notes that the mostly- - 


male press gallery can use the occasional 
reality check. 

“The guys used to have pin-ups all over 
the walls. But when one of the women 
reporters started her own collection of 
male pin-ups, they got really pissed off.”

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The PIRG Report, a weekly program 
Kavanagh did with CFUV, brought Vic- 
toria listeners an inside view of the 
_ Legislature, from a different perspective. 
(Another version of the Report will be 
starting soon, with your new PIRG intern 
— this faithful reporter.) 

“l really enjoyed the radio program we 
did last year,” Kavanagh says. “Tom 
Dufleit and | would sit down and chat for 


15 minutes, and we could touch on a lot 
of things in that time. It gives the audience 
some up-to-date information from a 
reliable source,” she laughs. 

“Often | covered stories that were in 
the mainstream press, but with a different 
angle, focusing perhaps more on the 
questions that weren’t asked, than on the 
things that everyone was asking.” 

The gallery’s president agrees this can 
be healthy for the pack. “I’ve been here 
seven years now, and that has it’s good 
and bad points,” Mark Collins says. “It’s 
nice to have a fresh perspective . . . Jean 
(Kavanagh) has asked different things at 
scrums, and sometimes you say, ‘Oh 
yea, what about that?’ ” 

The scrums are the bits you get to 
watch on the telly, when the politicians 
step out of the safety of the House (or 
out of their cars) and are cornered by 
reporters. This is about the only time the 
media can tape anything in the 
Legislature, and often the only direct ex- 
changes the two sides have. Great fun. 

“Access on an individual basis (to politi- 
cians) is not great,” Kavanagh notes. 
“You’ve got access in scrums when 
Cabinet meets, so if you’ve got a specific 
question you can ask it, but you may not 
get your answer. | never had a personal 
interview with Vander Zalm, although | did 
get to meet with (ex-opposition leader 


Bob) Skelly. But then, opposition 
members are more accessible in 
general,’”’ she adds. 

The less-than-festive air of the 
Legislature — marble tends to be cold — 
disappears in the press gallery. The big- 
gest surprise Kavanagh found was the 
fraternal atmosphere there. 

“We always hear about the competition 
in the media, and it’s true to a certain ex- 
tent — if BCTV has something then the 
CBC has to have it too — but on a work- 
ing basis there’s a lot of camaraderie and 
sharing of information, which kind of sur- 
prised me. | thought people would be a 
little more secretive about what they 
know,” she says. “It’s definitely a place 
where people share a lot of information, 
right down to ‘what’s your lead?’ on a 
story.”” 

“| learned a lot about how pack jour- 
nalism works. While the B.C. 
Legislature’s Pack may not be the biggest 
or the most extreme case of this kind of 
journalism, at times they roam together;” 
a scary sight to an errant politician. 

There are two apparent sets of protocol 
meant to keep the hunt polite; there are 
the written rules that have guided the 
press gallery since the beginning of the 
century, and then there are other, sub- 
tle policies that are a form of self- 
censorship.

and many more — right down to the pitiful 
price of BCRIC shares. 

How important are these indicators to 
most people watching the news? The 
same question applies to mainstream 
radio newscasts and daily newspapers, 
all of which are crammed with such 
specialized financial statistics. 


The widespread use of standard news 
indices is of concern to Peter Bruck. 
Bruck is the Director of the Centre of 
Communication, Culture and Society at 
Ottawa’s Carleton University. He sug- 
gests that the predominance of these 
standard news indices is unhealthy: “in 
contemporary society, the influence of 
mass media and the notion that television 
is the most pervasive single source of 
political and economic information are 
widely accepted as givens. . . yet these 
indices address the real interests of on- 
ly a few, portraying a picture of the 
economy and society which is misleading 
and highly selective.” 


Bruck goes on to argue that “standard 
news indices are also of very limited help 
in assessments of the social and 
economic health of our society. They 
measure social productivity and 
economic effort simply in terms of 
movements of capital. All other factors 
contributing to social and economic 
viability or progress are excluded.” 


In response to the well-established 
media practice of using standard indices, 
the Centre for Communication, Culture 
and Society has decided to develop its 
own set of alternative indices. This is the 
major goal of their Alternative News In- 
dices Project. 

The new indices will deal with issues 
such as labour and economy, develop- 
ment and peace, environment and social 
justice, gender relations and health. If all 
goes well, meaningful and socially rele- 
vant indices will be created and then sup- 
plied to the mainstream media. 

Unfortunately, the information needed 
to develop more relevant measures is 
often either difficult to quantify, or 
available only at widely dispersed inter- 
vals. The immediacy of standard indices 
such as stock market prices is a major 
reason for their popularity in Canadian 
newsrooms. Prices are constantly chang- 
ing, SO measures vary on a daily basis —

Mark Graham 
Natural Selections 
Front Hall Records

Mark Graham could be called a modern 
court jester. Or he could be called the 
Gary Larson of folk music. Either way, 
this album is a delight. While others 
preach gloom and doom over the 
monotony of a drum machine, Graham 
pulls his harp out of his pocket, blows a 
fiddle tune or two, then knocks everbody 


_ over with one of his outrageous songs. 


Unlike some satirists, Graham’s talent ex- 
tends beyond the titles and a few cute 
hooks. He fills every line of every song 


with absurd images from modern ex- 
istence. He weaves ideas together to 
make a song, joke, philosophical state- 
ment and social comment all at once. This 
is poetry in the tradition of Twain and 
Whitman. ; 

His favorite target is the cosmos, 
cosmic processes and cosmic people. 
He gives us a four minute history of the 
universe “The Big Band Theory”, a poig- 
nant blues “Life is Hard When You’re 
Dumb”, a ballad about two transsexual 
lovers “Rufus and Beverly”’, and a raised- 
consciousness view of evil “| Can See 
Your Aura”. My favorite cut is “Have A 
Nice Day”, a not-so-funny anthem for free 
enterprising fundamentalists “. .. God 
loves you and he hopes you have a nice 
day.” Other titles include “Their Brains 
Were Small and They Died’, Veal Life 
Blues” and ‘I’m Working on the Food 
Chain.” 

There is a wealth of material here for 
folkies in the song circle or for inebriates 
in the wee hours. Those who have heard 
Mark on stage (he now lives in Seattle) 
and always wanted to get the words will 
be pleased to find full lyrics included. 

_ The cast of supporting characters in- 
cludes the Horseflies, a terrific old-timey 
band who were at this summer's Van- 
couver Folk Festival, and violinist Matt 
Glaser. Graham’s harmonica is just as 
lively and entertaining as his songs — the 
instrumental cuts alone could easily justify 
buying this album. This album deserves 
attention, so make sure your favorite 
record store carries it.

OB Have you played many Canadian 
dates before? 

Kim Only Nova Scotia, about three years 
ago. An art school brought us up there 
to do a workshop. 

Thurston They called us up and said 
‘Hey, you guys are an art-rock band. Why 
don’t you come and talk to us and play 
a set?’ They paid us a lot of money and 
we stayed there for a week. We did this 
workshop, and all they asked us were 
questions about New York and what 
Lydia Lunch was like. We played in front 
of nobody in the cafeteria. 


OB How much do you play on the road 
in a year? 

Kim | guess about 4, may be 5 months 
of the year. It’s all kind of broken up. 
We're in Europe for a couple of months 
and this tour is 6 or 7 weeks, and that 
will be all for this year. 

OB Do you make a living out of this? 
Kim Yes, we don’t have any side jobs. 
OB What did you think of the Sister 
album going in to record it? It sounds a 
lot different from EVOL. 

Thurston It was basically done in the 
same formulaic way. We were touring and 
sort of on a schedule and we had to 
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record the album at a certain time, so we 
went to a rehearsal studio, wrote songs 
in the matter of a month or two, and went 
directly to the studio and laid down the 
tracks. Then we went on tour and learnt 
how to play the songs we'd recorded live. 
Both those albums are very similar in that 
the songs we wrote were very delicate 
and when we went out on tour we didn’t 
have that much knowledge of them. Bad 
Moon Rising before that was a set of 
music that we did play live, and when we 
went into the studio to record that we had 
the songs already segued together. 


OB The sound of Sister seems closer to 
Confusion of Sex. EVOL had a “bigger” 
sound. 

Thurston Does it? It’s a little more basic. 
We didn’t want Sister to have a Bon Jovi 
sound. 

Kim We recorded Sister in an all tube 
studio. 

Thurston It was really interesting, ex- 
cept the engineers were really old-school 
engineers. They were like second assis- 
tant engineers on Billy Joel albums. That 
was their thing. They didn’t know at all 
where we were coming from. They knew 
how to get the sound we wanted though. 
We were fascinated that there was this 
studio from the ’50s which was all tubes, 
RCAs, microphones. They record com- 
mercials and classical music there. 
Kim They even had actual echo 
chambers. 

Thurston The engineers were really in- 
credible. They kept everything in really 
good shape. 


OB Why did you go from your previous 
record label Homestead to. SST? 
Thurston Because Greg Ginn (ex-Black 
Flag guitarist and owner of SST) called 
us up and wanted us to be on his label. 
He had a much firmer handshake. It was 
a better deal all around — better 
communication. 


. Kim They’re very organized. Homestead 


is just two or three people and when we 
were on it it was just one person doing 
everything. There was a time when SST 
was really disorganized and now they've 
grown so much and they’re also really 
good to work with. 


OB What do you think of College Music 
Journal, The Gavin Report and all those 
other big trade papers? 

Kim CMJ? (laughs all around) Yeah, | 
think it’s such a scam. | mean it’s just 
some guy... 

Thurston We don’t need it. It’s mean- 
ingless — it’s like back-patting. Those 
charts really don’t tell you that much, they 
just sort of tell you what's out. It creates 
an Inde[pendent]-rock ghetto. It is a 


sense of organization, of letting you know 
what's going on. | think it’s good for cer- 
tain radio stations and other labels, just 
so they can see what’s available. Ac- 
curacy of the charts is secondary. 
Kim It could work out just as negative- 
ly; people just starting to make it easy for 
themselves, playing whatever everyone 
is playing. And then it becomes like com- 
mercial radio in a sense. CMJ has a lot 
of pretensions. 


OB What do you think of the whole col- 
lege radio scene? Do you see things as 
stagnating right now. 

Thurston | don’t know if we’re part of 
that scene. | mean sometimes we're men- 
tioned with people like Husker Du and 
Camper Van Beethoven and the Dead 
Milkmen. Those are the college-type 
groups that made thousands of dollars. 
We don’t do that many college gigs at all 
and that circuit’s kind of foreign to us. We 
can plug into it. Most of the bands that 
we’re aligned with such as the Butthole 
Surfers, the Huskers, etc. appeal to a 
certain age group and these people are 
in these colleges and at the radio sta- 
tions. They’re reinforcing this kind of thing 
instead of listening to Billy Joel records. 


OB /s there any chance of you signing 
onto a major label, like Soul Asylum? 
Kim The band had nothing to do with 
that. Their contract was sold. They had 
a bad deal to begin with and Twin/Tone 
sold them to A&M. Some people are put- 
ting them down for signing to a major. It's 
just like a bad situation. 

Thurston We’re much more indepen- 
dent than that. 


OB How did a record like EVOL sell? 
Kim 35 to 40,000, something like that. 


OB What's the origin of “Hot Wire My 
Heart” (from Sister)? 

Thurston We were watching a video of 
that group Crime, live at a prison, and we 
though they looked pretty great. | have 
a couple of their singles and thought the 
song was really great so said ‘Let’s do 
it’. We weren’t gonna put it on the album. 
We just wanted to do it for our own 
satisfaction — maybe a B-side of a single 
— but we decided to throw it on the 
record because it worked. 


OB /s there gonna be another Ciccone 
Youth single? 

Kim We're gonna work on an EP or an 
album. The “Into the Groovey” single did 
better than Sonic Youth records pro- 
bably, especially in Europe. 


OB Are you still into Madonna? Is that her 
on the cover of Sister? 

Kim Actually it does look a lot like her. 
Thurston | haven't listened to her music 
recently; haven’t seen her movie either. 
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I’m still interested in what she’s doing. 
Keep up on the gossip. 

OB What do you listen to when you're 
travelling around? 

Kim Dinosaur’s You're Living All Over 
Me is areally good album. Redd Kross’s 
Neurotica is not my favourite of theirs — 
| don’t like the way it’s mixed slick. | love 
the band, they’re one of my favourites. 
We'll be playing with them at some point 
on this tour. | like Green River. | think they 
can make a much better record, but | real- 
ly like them live. 


OB Have you played with any bands that 
are undiscovered as yet, but are great? 
Kim There’s this band Grinding Teeth 
from Houston — they’re really good. 
Bands from the East Coast like the Strip 
Miners from Rochester don’t have a 
record out yet, but they’re good ... 
Sandbox, Jeff Herr’s (ex-Saccharine 
Trust) new band, is good; These Immor- 
tal Souls, Rowland Howard’s (ex-Birthday 
Party) new band . . . | could go on.

thereby keeping indices relevant to those 
who follow the stock market. Indices 
would lose much of their appeal if they 
were not regular and didn’t show varia- 
tion over time. 4 

Measurement problems and lack of 
timeliness plague many of the indices 
proposed by the Alternative news indices 
Project. At first glance, a Nuclear War In- 
dex seems to be a stimulating alternative 
to the Toronto Stock Exchange Index — 
until you realize that military spending 
data simply isn’t available on a daily or 
weekly basis. In the case of several large 
military-spending nations, such informa- 
tion is inaccurate or unavailable. Similar 
problems face the proposed establish- 
ment of Enviornmental Damage Indices, 
a Homeless Index and an Underemploy- 
ment Index. They all appear to be great 
ideas, but are-very difficult to present in 
a timely and accurate manner. The pro- 
blem, it seems, is that we only make 
precise measurements of characteristics 
that have traditionally been considered 
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worthy of measurement. 

Peter Bruck acknowledges the dif- 
ficulties in trying to create alternative 
news indices, admitting that ‘concern 
about the necessity of timely indexical in- 
formation is a very thoughtful point.” It 
seems unlikely the project can have a 
significant impact on the content of 


‘mainstream media news unless this con- 


cern is overcome. However, the project 
goes on. 

CFUV Radio has been asked to en- 
dorse the project, to help sensitize col- 
leagues in the media to its importance, 
and, when they are available, to use the 
new indices in our programming. The sta- 
tion has agreed to all three requests.
